Curtture or Water Metons. A writer in 
the Albany Cultivator gives the following 
method of cultivating melons.

THE STANDING CANDIDATE.

LICENSE LAWS. 
The Policy and the Administration of the 


| Laws of this State in relation to the sule of Li- 


quors, since 1832. The presemtlaw (47h bap. 
of the Revised Statutes) regulating the sie of 
Spirits in quantittes fess than tWwenty-eizht gal- 
lons, was passed in 3832. At the time of its 
enactment M was familiarly called the “ gro- 
cers’ or Harry Williams law.” fe was ainde 
by aud for practical men, and for practice! pur- 
poses. It was-intended and it does au/herize 
the sae of liquors by retail. 

The provimens of that law ate sufficient- 
ly explicit, and <learly indicate the policy of the 
the law was intended to 
catry oulim a consistent and practieal manner. 
So long as the law was administered agreeably 
to Hs provisions, no complamts were ever heard 
from any quarter. ‘There was no apparent or 
positive iuconsistency or absurdity developed 
by Hs administration ; consequently, no one 
had any ground or cause of complaimt. The 
policy ec! the government was liberal and deci- 
dedly cunservntive—tuliy recegnizing the pre- 
scriptive and sxcred right ef property, and the 
luw corresponded with the policy so leng as it 
was wdministered according to Ms provisions.

The law was made to conform tw and 
carry out the policy which the legislature, is 
its wisdom, then established, and the Stringent 
law of prokidatzon, kuown as the filteen gallua 
law, was enacted. 

In 1840, the legislature again changed the 
policy of the government, and unconditi nally 
repealed the prohibitory law of ‘38, and, accors 
ding to the theory of our courts, “returned te 
and adopted the old policy of 1832.” No other 
legislation upon the subject took place in 1840, 
but the repesl of the law of ‘SS. 

Now. if, by the repeal of the law of ‘BS, we

LETTER FROM A * VOLUNTEER.’ 
Brazos Istaxp, March 16, 1847. 

Frenp Green—We anchored off this Isl- 
and on the loth inst, ali in good 
spitits, after a short and pleasant passage of 
nineteen days. We were not however permit- 
ted to pass the Gulf Stream without receiving a 
blast frem * Old Boreas’ who showed us his 
grim visage fora few hours; but fortunately 
we escaped without injury except the derange- 
ment of some of our stomachs. 

Last evening the steamer Col. Stevens land- 
ed our Companies, A and D, once more safe 
on ‘terra firma,’ being the first of the Massa- 
chusetis volunteers arrived. ‘This is one of the 
most barren places | have ever been permitted 
to visit. Itas nothing more or less than a sand 
bank ; not a tree, or even a shrub, to be seen. 
Nothing greets the eyes but the paraphernalia of 
our profession. We cawped in our wagon last 
night in preference to the houses, which at first 
sight are not very inviting, neither do they im-| 
prove on a closer inspection,—they are Luilt on 
the “ Jack Straw” order of architecture, with 
rough boards, spacious and airy,—a sufficient 
space between the boards te admit of a safe re- 


well, and 


treat for the occupants, should they be attacked | 


at the ‘ front door.’ 

The crack hotel of this place is somewhat of 
a novel concern; it is the remains of an old 
steam boat hauled high and dry on the beach. 
Curiosity led me to inspect the interior of this 
establishment, and after satistying my curiosity, 
called for some refreshments and found nothing 
but molasses gingerbread, and that at filty cents 
e sheet. 

Bread stuffs are very high, as well as all oth- 
er kinds of provisions. 1 am informed there 
are about two hundred Mexicans who reside on 
the island, living intents or huts much resem- 
bling our pig pens and equally as stylish. 

There are about fifty sail of vessels lying at 
anchor in the Rhoads, most all of which are 
employed by government. ‘There is no safe 
harbor or shelter for the shipping at this Island, 
which accounts for the many wrecks and frag- 
ments of vessels which literally cover the beach. 

The news of Gen. Taylor's great victory at} 
Buena Vista was received here a few days! 
since, and of course caused great rejoicing | 
among us We are all anxious to have a 
view of that “ lion hearted and eagle eyed vet- 
eran. 

The Virginian regiment have landed some 
ten or twelve of their men who have the small 
pox. The North Carolina regiment marched 
from this place yesterday. 1 begin to flatter 
myself a well trained old soldier, rather than 
the wild, hurried and reckless untrained volun- 
teer. To-night or to-morrow commences a 
new era in my life. We take up our line of 
march for the Rio Grande, distant nine miles 
from this place, thence we take steam to Mata- 
moras, where we are to be garrisoned for some 
time. 

Crane and Prior are both in good healiti and 
wideawake. Excuse haste.

I wish, as briefly as pos- 
sible, to present a few thoughts upon that arti- 
cle, su far as it relates to dancing. 

Dr Graham approves of dancing, and con- 
siders it net only beneficial to the bealih, but 
that talso exerts a good influence on the mor- 
al and religious character, But what kind of 
dancing dues he recommend? Is he in favor 
vf dancing as it Is at present usually conduct- 
ed‘or, as it might and should be conduct- 
ed? Let us refer to that article that we may 
be the better alle to learn what kind of dan- 
cing he approves, and what disapproves. He 
“aud hence, dancing—when properly 
regulated—is one of the most salutary kinds 
of sucial enjoyment ever practised in civic life,” 
and ugain be says, “ for it is entirely certain 
that this kind of social enjoy ment—when prop- 
tavo-able to good 
hewith, sound morality, and true religion, than 
perhaps any known tn society.” 

Dr. Graham then, it appears, is in favor of 
dancing—when properly reguiated—as if there 
was or mighi be a kind of dancing not proper- 
ly regulated, the character of which he could 
; But there is one other opinion 
the article we are considering 
presents his view of the subject ina 
clearer manner. He says, (after encouraging 
social intercourse by music and dancing) “ Let 
me not be misunderstood, however,—I do not

CiTY OF MEXICO. 


Ao Albany paper has a description of this 
far tamed etty. which for richness aud gran- 
deur hus no the new world, and 
very few in the old, from which we make the 
following abstract :— 


paratiel ia 


The situation of the city is the most pic- 
ture-que lmaginable, occupying the bottom of a 
valley containing sixteen bundied square miles 
the whole surrounded by a battlement of moun- 
tains ranging from two to ten thousand feet in 
height. Inthe centre of this vast oval basin 
isa lake, or rather a chain of lakes through 
the midst of which the road passes for about 
elubteen miles, on a raised causeway, and over 


which an army will have to feel -its way with 
artilierv. The city stands in the Northeastern 
quarter of the valley. not more than three 
miles from the mountains, at an elevation of 


seven thousand four hundred and seventy feet. 
The plan of the city was laid, and the greater 
portion of its public buildings designed by 
Cortez. The principal square is the pride of 
the Mexicans and the admiration of travellers. 
lt has an area of twelve acres-—ihe whole pared 
with the most beautiful marble, and forming 
one of the most glorious parade grounds that 
American soldiers were ever summoned to 
mang@avre orencamp on. But it is the public 
buildings, after ali, that form the distinguished 
characteristic of this majestic and opulent city. 

The Cathedral! fills one whole side of the 
great square, the Palace another, and the sites 
of both are memorable and historical; the 
Cathedral standing on the ground where once 
stood the great idol temple, and the Palace on 
the ground of Montezuma! The latter build- 
ing is five hundred feet long, and contains the 
public offices, besides the apartments of the 
President. The Cathedral is of striking Gothic 
architecture, and after all the pressures and 
plunderings of these latter days, still retains 
immense wealth. The high altar is covered 
with plates of silver, interspersed with“ orna- 
ments of massive gold. The altar is enclosed 
with a balustrade an hundred feet long, not 
less precious than the bigh altar itself. tis 
composed of an amalgam of gold, silver, and 
copper, richly flourished and figured. \t is said 
that an offer bas been made to purchase it at 
its weight in silver, giving half a million of 
dollars besides Of this balustrade there are 
not less in the building than three hundred 
feet. Statutes. vases, and huge candlesticks of 
the precious metals, meet the eye everywhere ; 
and yet it is said that the still more precious 
portion is hid from the populareve. Sach is 
a brief description of the city of Mexico.

The house in which Brien O’Brien hived 
Was situated in an out-of-the-way lonely spot, 
upon the wide moor, two leagues from a town 
on one side and close to a wild range of ‘ Ban- 
shee hills’ on the other. The house was large, 
and had been the home of the O'Briens for 
three bondred years. There were large out- 
houses for grain and potatoes, a mill near for 
corn, and not far offina Jittle glen wasa ‘ dis- 
til.’ 

The high road passed within a quarter of a 
mile of Brien’s house; and from his front door 
of a clear morning, he could see up and down 
it fora long ways. There were but few hous- 
es visible over the wide moor and om the heath 
hill-sides, and these were the shepherds’ cots 
or huts of cattle-watchers.

We had been a resident of that place a number 
of yeats’,and enjoyed much celebrity as a skilful 
plivsician. During lis last illness he refused.to be 
undressed, and when near his end hired two men 
in attendance, to bury him in his clothes, just as he 
died, a contract which was not fulfilled on their 
part in consequence of the resistance of his neigh- 
bors who were desirous of giving his remains a 
more decent and befitting burial. 

Ou removing lis clothes, previous to his being 
laid out, the cause of this eccentric desire of his 
was manifest—the withered leg and cork heel, the 
shot marks, and the scar which witnessed a pre- 
vious attempt at suicide—precisely as laid down in 
Lightfoot’s description of him, marked him as the 
Thunderbolt who had gained such notoriety in 
England and in this country, as one of the most 
daring and successful highwayman that has graced 
the annals of crime. On his person were also 
found a dirk and pistol, and among his effects, 
arms of all descriptions, together with watches, 
diamonds, jewelry, etc, etc., to an enormous value 
packed away msaw dust. He always went dress- 
ed in three suits of clothes, io make his figure look 
portly, and to prevent recognition, and his withered 
leg was found wound with cloths to make it appear 
of the size of the other.
